A telegram from the governor of Mauritius states that during the 
week ended June 18, 1903, there were two cases of bubonic plague on 
the island.

Report from Yokohama — Plague in Formosa and Yokohama. 

Assistant Surgeon Moore reports, June 25, as follows: During the 
week ended June 20, 1903, 3 vessels, having a total personnel of 352 
crew and 675 passengers, were inspected; 209 steerage passengers were 
bathed, and 365 pieces of baggage were disinfected. 

The official report of contagious diseases in Yokohama for the above 
period shows 3 new cases of plague with 2 deaths. These cases were 
previously reported by me under date of June 19. Unofficial informa- 
tion indicates that 2 additional fatal cases of plague have occurred in 
Yokohama during the present week.
